5. Itis evident that the effects of the new rules have been to stimulate deposits 
more than was anticipated. Moreover, it has been ascertained that many of the new 

jtors do not belong to a class for whom Public Savings Banks are designed. 

© 6 The Governor-General in Council has accordingly resolved to restrict again the 
amount of deposits to be receiv d on one account to Ks. 500 in one year, endl ig peit to 
“Rs. 109 the amount of monthly interest to be allowed on one account. ' 

7. This last limitation, however, will not, till the Ist of May next, apply to depositors 
who are already in receipt of higher monthly interest Without the special’ authority of 
the Comptroller-General, no depositor who is not already receiving more than Rs. 103 
monthly interest will in future receive more monthly interest than that sum; and, subject 
only to the special permission to the contrary of the Comptroller-General, this limit will, 
from the Ist May 1881, apply to all deposits, excepting only compulsory deposits in State 
Railway Savings Banks. 

The following revised rules for Government Savings Banks are accordingly published, 
all previous Rules being revoked :— ~ 

I,—In these Rules— 

« Depositor,” “ Deposit,” and “ Secretary’ bear the meaning which they bear in The 
Government Savings Bank Act, 1873. ‘ 

“ Account” means the account of a depositor in a Government Savings Bank, 

“‘ Balance ” means the balance at credit of an account. 

II.—Any person may become a depositor on his own bebalf, or on behalf of any other 
named person dependent upon him. Deposits may also be made by the managers of 
benevolent or other public associations, or by public officers, of money deposited with them 
ez officio as security for the discharge of any public duty or for the fidelity of any public 
officer, or for the accomplishment of any public object. 

111.—Subject to the provisions of these rules, the Government of India guarantees 
the repayment of every deposit with interest. 

1V.—Without the sanction of the Comptroller-General, no account will. be open for 
less than one rupee, aud no person may deposit more than five hundred rupees in all 
between the !st of April in any year and the 3!st March of the following year. 

V.—Interest will not be allowed upon a smaller balance than 14 rupee, or upon the 
excess in any balance over the highest muitiple of 14 rupee. . 

V1.-—Interest will be allowed for each calendar month upon the minimam balance of 
the account betwren the close of the fourth day avd the end of the month, "ep 

V11.—Till further notice, interest will be allowed upon deposits at the rate of one pi 
a month for every 1¢ rupee, which is equal to one anna for every Rs. 18, or one rupee 
every Rs 288, being at the rote of Rs. 4} per centum per annum, Without the sanction

VIII. —On the written request of any depositor, his balance, or ar ‘

‘ X.—Whenever s depositor clistiges his residence, an account may be .transferred, free 
of charge, to the Government Savings Bank in the district to which the depositor is 
removing. Without t ial permission of the Comptroller an account may not be 


transferred from one Bank to another. 

XI.A deposit book will be supplied to each depositor in which the Secretary or, if the 
Savings Bank is at a public treasury, the treasury officer, will acknowledge every deposit. 
The personal’ attendance of a depositor is not required ; but no deposit will be received, or 
payment made, without the depositor’s deposit book, and the Government will not be 
responsible for any deposit the receipt of which is not acknowledged in a deposit book. 
The interest due to date will be entered in each deposit book the first time that it is 

uced after the 3lst March. The first deposit book will be supplied free of charge ; but, 
if a deposit book is lost or injured, or if a closed account is reopened, one rupee will be 
ch for a new book. 

II.—Without special permission, a Depositor may not operate upon his account more 
than once in thirty days, or open more than one account in his own name or in the name of 
any member of his family, or for his own benefit, or the benefit of any member of, his 
family. The Comptroller-General must take precautions to prevent any transgression of 
this rule, and in particular, any employment of an account as an ordinary drawing account. 


* 


This rule is not meant to prevent any one from opening more than one ex-officio or publie 
’ 


account. 


XIII.—The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any account, for, 
any sufficient reason, as, for example, because he thinks that the account is likely to be 


used, or is being used, contrary to the object with which Government Savings Banks are 
established, namely, the encouragement of saving. 

XIV.—When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall give notice 
jn writing to the depositor of such closure. After the date of such notice, no deposit shall 
be accepted on the account so closed, and no interest shall be allowed upon the balance of 
the closed account after the end of the calendar month then current. 

XV.—These rules apply as well to accounts opened before as after their publication. 

XVI—'he Governor-General in Council reserves the right to alter or add to these 
rules at any time. 

XVII.—A copy of the Government Savings Banks Act, 1873, and of these rules, shall 
be printed in each deposit book, and the signature, or, if he cannot write, mark of the 
depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before any deposit is accepted from him,

6 In accordance with further instructions since received from the Secretary of State,

We I,—Every Candidate born in England or Wales should produce a Certificate from the Registrar- 
General of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of. his provincial Officers. This Certificate 
may be obtained at Somerset House, or from the Superintendent Registrar of the District in which 
the birth took place. 

_IIL—A Candidate who isa Native of India must have his age certified by the Government of India, 
or of the Presidency or Province in which he may have resided. 

IIT.—Every ie Candidate not producing the Certificate mentioned in Clause 1, must prove 
his age by Statutory Declaration, and should also, if possible, produce a record of Birth or Baptism 
from some official Register; under which term may be included the Parochial Registers of Baptisms, 
the non-Parochial Registers of Baptisms and Births deposited at Somerset House under Acts of 
Parliament, the Register kept at the India Office of persons born in India, &c., &e. This Regulation 
applies— 
ss 1. Lo all Candidates not born in England or Wales.

The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to themselves the right of deciding in each case upon

V., c. 62. A printed Form, if required, will be supplied on application to the Civil

I wave the honor to submit the annual accounts aud the administration report of the 
local works undertaken by the District Road Cess Committee gt” 9 aad ae 1878-79. 

2. Mr. A. Manson was Chairman for the first six moriths of the year and myself for 
the remainder. 

3. On the transfer of Baboo Bagola Prosanna Mozumdar, Vice-Chairman, to Tipperah 
on promotion in February 1879, the Vice-Chairmanship remained vacant until the end 
of April. The Road Cess pay Collector who was then appointed fell sick and had to 
leave the district in July, Mr. Sandys taking his: place-as Viee-Chairman in September. 
During these successive vacancies, the filling up of which was a matter of difficulty, the 
work of both appointments had to be done by the Chairman. 

. 4 During the year eleven meetings of the Committe® were’ convenéil, but at four of 
these no business was transacted for want of a quorum, owing partly to the large number of 


mofnssil members'who rarely attend, and y to the unusual sickliness of the rainy 
season.

5. The native members, with one or two exceptions, take little interest and afford but 
little aid in the management of road cess affairs, a’though they value the honour of belonging 
to the Committee. ; 

6. The provisions of section 57 were duly observed in issnitig ‘notices of the Committee 
meetings. The proceedings of every meeting have been-reguarly-entered in a minute book 
under section 61 of the Road Cess Act since the formation’of thé Committee, No land 
proprictor bas taken the trouble to inspect the book. . 

7. The Road Cess-Act has worked satisfactorily on the whole, Theré has been « 
difficulty in the way of securing prompt collections of the: road “cess dues for want of 
a sufficiently stringent procedure, but this defect wiil be remediedunder the new Act. 

8, The annnal accounts were examined and passed by a sub-committee, as required 
under section ‘88 of the Act.

12. There is a Branch Road Cess Committee at the Fenny river sub-division which 
held five sittings during the year. The Chairman takes an active interest in the matter 
of village communications, and in that department the Branch Committee will probably be 
of considerable service. 

18. The proposed scheme of planting fruit trees along the edges of the roads has not 
as yet made any progress. The district being low and submerged in water for several 
months in the year, trees in general, and more especielly fruit trees, are grown with difficulty 
and ns peg high ground. ‘The roads are not, as a rule, wide enough to admit of trees being 
planted at the edge. An attempt may be made during the coming season. 

14. The people thoroughly appreciate the value of village roads, and are not slow in 
petitioning for their construction or developement, but are often unwilling to give up the 
small amount of land which is required for the purpose. Satisfactory progress has, however, 
been made in the utilisation and improvement of village roads already in®existence. There 
were many a serpenrag by cultivators for draius to drain their fields, but these coald not of 
course be complied with. 

15. The following roads which lie within the municipality at the heac-quarters have

2. The grant-in-aid from Provincial Reserve Fund for 1878-79 was drawn from the 
treasury in 1877-78, and advanced to hillmen who were suffering from distress, 4 
timely aid not only enabled them to harvest their “jhoom” crop, but they were able to 
repay the loan and secure a better crop during 1878-79 than they had enjoyed for years 
3. The Road Cess Act (X of 1871) has not been introduced in this district, 
being no property taxable, hence there has been no need of a Sudder or Branch Committee, 
The works are executed under the guidance of the Deputy Commissioner and his assistants 
F after they are approved by the Commissioner of Chittagong. In important works the 
‘ opinion of the Executive Engineer of Chittagong is sought and obtained. 

4. The works enumerated below were executed during the period under review. About 
one-quarter mile of road on the west of Manickcherry hill was improved by cutting and 
removing debris which had fallen on the road during the rainy season. On this road 90,000 
cubic feet of hard sandstone were cut and removed, and its width has been enlarged from 
three to five feet at a cost of Rs. 525. 4 F 3 

On the above road 102 temporary bridges were constructed, eac measuring a 
35 feet in length and six feet in breadth, at a cost of Rs. 1,108-10, 9 , 

At the head-quarter station of Rungamatti about 300 yards of road were improved 
by cutting and removing 15,000 cubic feet of earth which had accumulated on the road 
during the rainy season at a cost of Rs. 70.

1 Clerk. 


84. Mr. A. H. Gantzer, District Engincer, is an officer of active and energetic habits, 
and at the same time he keeps his office in very neat and satisfactory order. He is attentive 
and obliging, and has given much assistance’ since I joined the district. I have a good 
opinion of his character and acquirements. 

85. Babu Makhum Lal Chatterjee, sub-overseer in charge of the Pachumba sub- 
division, is stillon probation. As his professional abilities could npt be fairly tested during 
the year under review, consequent on the works having been stopped, the committee have, 
with the sanction of Government, extended his time of probation for another six months. 
The District Engineer reports that the sub-overseer can survey and level correctly, and is an 
intelligent and hard-working officer. 

86. Babu Troylukya Nath Chukrabutty, sub-overseer in charge of the Ramghur 
Division, is reported by the District Engineer to be hard-working and intelligent, though 
rather tardy in answering letters and submitting his accounts. The District Engineer 
further states that the sub-overseer does not inspect his works so frequently of late as he 
used todo before. His reason for so doing, the District Engineer says, is that he has lost “his 
horse and cannot afford to buy another. ' 

87. Babu Shibokali Mookerjee, sub-overseer in charge of the Chuttra sub-division. 
The District Engineer reports that the sub-overseer depends too much on his road sirkars ; 
otherwise he is a respectable and trustworthy subordinate. 

88. Moonshi Sheikh Chand, draftsman and sub-overscer in charge of head-quarter’s 
sub-division, is reported to have worked well, though very slow. 

89. Babu Kali Bhusun Mookerjee. The following remarks have been recorded by 
the District Engineer regarding this officer :— 


“Babu Kali Bhusun Mookerjec, Assistant Accountant in charge of my office, 


continues to work+very satisfactorily. He is very painstaking, and his books and papers are 
kept up as correctly and neatly as one would wish to see.”

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Annual Report of the District Road Cess, Committee of Manbhoom for the year 1) : 
' Working of the Act.—The demand of the year on account of road and public work 
cesses was Rs. 69,858, of which cess on land was Rs. 69,146 and eye on and 
mines ‘Rs. 712. In the cess on quarries and mines there was an increase 0 Rs. against 
Rs 165 of the preceding year. ‘This was owing to twelve new mines having soe ener urin 
the year. The assessments were at the same rate as 1D the*preceding year. For the realiza- 
tion of the greatest portion of the demand notices were served upon the cess-payers, but most 
paid their cesses previous to the sale of their property. In the latter portion of the year 
seven pergunuahs were transferred to the Bankoora district, which has diminished the revenue 
of the succeeding year by Rs. 4.675, The balance which remain unrealized at the close of 
the year was owing to there being a very short time for its realization, as the year “axpited 
on the 80th September, and the date of payment of the last instalment was 28th idem, 
The working of the Act on the whole was satisfactory. ia. 

Working of the Committee —The Sudder Committee did fair work. There were seven 
meetings held during the year, and the attendance of members at these was good, givi 
an average of 11 out of the total of 20 forming the Committee. In appendix A will be 
found further details regarding the attendance of members, and I thin the fact that 
only tvo members did not attend any mecting speaks well for the interest members take in 
the work. The following is a summary of the work done by the Committee :— 


(1) Revision of the budget estimate for the year by the reduction of expenditure on 
certain local works, and resolution regarding surface repairs on the district roada, 

(2) Annual accounts 1877-78, examined and passed. : 

(3) Sick leave granted to a sub-overseer suffering from chronic ophthalmia. Sanc- 
tioning repairs to the serais in the Govindpore sub-division, Grand Trunk road, Oalling, for 
tenders for contract work for the year. en j 

(4) Recommendation to Government to gazette the pro tem District Superintendent 
of Police to be ex-officio a member of the Road Cess Committee. Disposal of the unex. 
pended balance from the budget allotment for earthwork on the Chaibassa road for 
the year 1877-78. ; ‘ 

(5) Discussion regarding the budget estimate for 1879-80, and passing of the same, 
and appointment of a new District Engineer. ; ; ; 

(6) Appointment of a new Vice-Chairman, and discussion regarding the reduction of 
rates for earthworks, and appointment of Sub-Committee for that purpose. 

(7.) Determination of the rates of cess for next year, and resolution regarding the fetes 
earthwork, adopting the prop®sals of the Sub-Committee. 

Of these the most important were the appointment of the District Engineer and tic 
reduction of the rates for earthwork. 

As regards the District Ungineer the Committee had made the appointment without 
strictly conforming to the rules regarding the qualifications of candidates. The appoint. _ 
ment was vetoed by Government, but on the strong recommedation of the Committee the 
Lieutenant-Govervor was pleased to treat the case as a special one, and the present incumbent, 
Baboo Nanda Gopal Banerjea, was declared to be duly qualified, and his appointment was 

confirmed. ‘The appointment is for the present probationary. , 

The question regarding the rates for earthwork was first mooted by the Commissioner, 
who considered they were o great deal too high. A Sub-Committee consisting of the Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. W. N. Campbell, Baboos Basanta Coomar Neogi, Ramdyal Mozoomdar, and 
Preonath Surma was appointed, and they, after careful enquiry, and some discussion 
recommended that the rates be reduced from a maximum of Rs. 2-4 per 1,000 to a maximum 
of Rs. 1-14 per 1,000 c, ft. ; 

This reduction will effect a considerable saving and enable more work to be done for the 

money allotted in the budget estimates.
